An  Act  relating  to  Gold  and  other  Minerals, 

excepting  Coal. 


INTERPRETATION. 

(18M,  e.  32,  e.  2.)  In  the  conatruclion  of  this  Act  the  following  expreesions  shall  have  the 
f  olloiring  meaning  respectively,  unless  inconsistent  with  the  context: 

"  Mine  "  shall  mean  any  land  in  which  any  vein  or  lode,  or  rock  in  place,  shall  be  mined 
for  gold  or  other  minerals,  precious  or  base,  except  coal: 

"  Mineral "  shall  mean  all  valuable  deposits  of  gold,  sllvtr,  platinum,  iridum,  or  any  of 
the  platiuum  group  of  metals,mercury,lead,copper,  iron,  tin,  zinc,  nickel, aluminum, 
antimony,  arecnic,  barium,  bismuth,  boron,  bromine,  cadmium,  chromium,  cobalt, 
iodine,  mugneslum,  manganese,  mlybdenum,  phosphorus,  plumbago,  potassium, 
sodium,  strontium,  sulphur  or  any  combination  of  the  aforementloneu  elements  with 
themselvesorwithanyotherelementB,  asbestos,  emery,  mica,  and  mineral  pigments: 

Limestone,  marble,  clay,  or  any  building  stone  when  mined  for  building  purposes  ahall 
not  be  cont'idered  as  mineral  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act: 

"Rock  in  place"  shall  mean  all  rockinplacebearingvaluabledepositsof  mineral  within 
the  meaning  of  this  ^ct: 

"Vein  "or  "lode."    Whenever  either  of  these  terms  is  used  in  this  Act,  "  Rock  in  place  " 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  included : 
*  "  Mineral  claim  "  shall  mean  the  personal  right  of  property  or  interest  in  any  mine: 

"Mining  propertv"  shall  include  every  mineral  claim,  ditch,  millsite,  or  water  right 
i.  used  for  mining  purposes,  and  all  other  things  beiouging  to  a  mine  or  used  in  the 

ix   '  working  thereof; 

"  Legal  post "  shall  mean  a  stake  btanding  not  lees  than  four  feet  above  the  ground,  &nd 
squared  or  faced  on  four  sides  for  at  least  one  foot  from  the  top,  and  each  side  so 
squared  or  faced  fhall  measure  at  least  four  inches  on  its  face  so  far  as  squared  or 
faced,  and  any  btump  or  tree  cut  ofl"  and  squared  or  faced  to  the  above  height  and 
size: 

"  Mill  site  "  shall  mean  a  plot  of  ground  located,  as  defined  by  this  Act,  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  thereon  any  machinery  or  other  works  for  transporting,  crushing,  recuc- 
ing,  or  sampling  ores,  or  for  the  iransmissicn  of  power  for  working  mines: 

"  Streams  "  shall  include  all  natural  -(.-atercourses,  whether ufeually  containing  water  o- 
not,  and  all  rivers,  creeks  and  gulches: 

"Ditch  "  fhall  Include  a  Hume,  pipe,  or  race,  or  other  artificial  means  for  conducting^ 
,    '  water  by  its  own  weight,  to  be  used  for  mining  purposes: 

"  Ditch-head  "  shall  mean  the  point  in  a  natural  water-course  or  lake,  or  other  source 
where  water  is  fi.st  takei<  into  a  ditch: 

"  Free  miner  "  shall  m»  an  a  person  or  joint  stock  company,  or  foreign  company,  named 
in  and  lawfully  possessed  of  a  valid  existing  free  minf  r's  certificate,  and  no  other: 

"Record,"  "register,"  and  "registration,"  shall  have  the  same  meaning,  and  shall 
mean  an  entry  in  some  ofBeial  book  kept  for  that  purpose: 

"  Full  interest "  shall  mean  any  mineral  ciaim  of  the  full  size,  or  one  of  several  sfaarea 
into  which  a  mineral  claim  ohall  be  equally  divided: 

"  Cause  "  shall  include  any  suit  or  action :  i 

"Judgment"  shall  include  "order"  or  "decree:" 

"  Real  estate  "  shall  mean  any  mineral  land  in  fee  simple  under  this  or  any  Act  relating 
to  sold  mines,  or  to  minerals,  other  than  coal: 

"Joint  stock  company"  shall  mean  any  company  duly  incorporated  for  mining  pur- 
poses under  the  "Companies  Act,''  "Companies  Act,  1890,"  and  any  company  duly 
incorporated  in  British  Columbia  for  mining  purposes  under  the  "Companies  Act, 
1862  "  (Imperial,)  and  shall  include  all  companies,  whether  foreign  or  local,  registered 
or  incorporated  under  the  "  Companies  Act." 

FREE  MINERS  AND  THEIR  PRIVILEGES. 

Every  rerson  over,  but  not  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  every  joint  stock  company, 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  free  miner,  and  shall  be  considered  a 
free  miner,  upon  taking  out  a  free  miner's  certificate  A  minor  who  shall  become  a  free 
miner  shall,  as  regards  his  mining  property  and  liabilities  contracted  in  connection  there- 
with, be  treated  as  of  full  age.  A  fre£  miner's  certificate  issued  to  a  joint  stock  company 
shall  be  issued  in  its  corporate  name.    A  free  miner's  certificate  shall  not  be  transferable. 
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A  free  miner's  certlfleate  may  be  granted  for  one  or  more  years,  to  run  from  the  date 
thereof,  or  from  the  eipiratlon  of  the  applicant's  then  existing  certifloate,  upon  the  pay* 
ment  therefor  of  the  fees  set  out  in  the  Schedule  of  Fees  to  this  Act.  Only  one  person  or  one 
Joint  st<Hsk  company  shall  be  named  therein. 

If  aajr  person  or  Joint  stock  company  shall  Upply  for  a  free  miner's  certifloate  at  the 
MlninK  Recorder's  office  during  bis  absence,  and  snail  leave  the  fee  required  by  this  Act 
with  the  otE.^er  or  other  person  In  charge  of  the  said  office,  he  or  it  shall  beeutitled  to  bare 
such  certificate  from  the  date  of  such  application;  and  any  fiee  miner  snail  at  anv  time  be 
entitled  toobtain  a  free  miner's  certificate,  nommenoingto  run  at  the  expiration  of  his  then 
existing  free  miner's  certificate,  provided  that  when  he  applies  for  such  certificate, 
be  shall  produce  to  the  Mining  Recorder,  or  in  cnsu  of  his  absence  shall  leave  with  the 
officer  or  other  pe  son  in  charge  of  the  Mining  Hecorder's  office,  such  exlBting  certifloate. 

If  any  free  miner's  certificate  be  accidentally  destroyed  or  lost,  the  owner  thereof  may, 
on  payment  of  the  fees  set  out  In  the  Schedule  to  this  Act,  have  »  true  copy  of  It,  signed  by 
the  Mining  Recorder,  or  other  person  by  whom  or  out  of  whose  office  the  original  was  issued. 
Bvery  fncn  copy  shall  be  marked  "substituted  certificate,"  and  unless  some  material 
irregnlariiy  be  shown  in  respect  thereof,  everv  original  or  substituted  free  miner's  certifloate 
shall  be  evldanoe  of  all  matters  therein  contained. 

Every  free  miner  shall,  during  the  continuance  of  his  certificate,  but  not  longer,  have 
the  right  to  enter,  loeHte,  prospect,  and  mine  upon  any  waste  lands  of  the  Crown  for  all 
minerals  other  than  eoal,  and  upon  all  lands  the  right  whereon  so  to  enter  upon,  prospect, 
and  mine  all  minerals  other  than  coal  shall  have  been,  or  hereafter  shall  be,  reserved  to  the 
Crown  and  its  licensees,  and  also  to  enter,  locate,  prospeot,  and  mine  for  gold  and  silver 
upon  any  lands  the  right  whereon  to  so  enter  ai)d  mine  such  gold  and  silver  snail  have  been, 
or  shall  be,  reserved  to  the  Crown  and  its  licensees.  Excepting  out  of  all  the  above  descrip- 
tion of  lands  any  land  occupied  by  any  building,  and  any  land  falling  within  the  curtilage 
of  any  dwelling  house,  and  any  orchard,  and  any  land  for  the  time  being  actually  under 
cultivation,  and  any  laud  lawfully  occupied  for  mining  purposes  other  than  placer  mining, 
and  also  Indian  reservations:  ^lmi,  c.  32,  s.  3)  Provided  that  where  any  hydraulic  mining 
works,  establisued  in  accordance  with  the  "  Placer  Mining  Act,  1891,"  nave  been  in  opera- 
tion, the  land  which  may  have  been  uncovered  by  the  operation  of  such  works  shall  not  bev 
located  or  mined  upon  by  any  free  miner  other  than  the  person  or  p«'78ons  carrying  on  such 
hydraulic  works  for  a  space  of  six  months  next  after  the  same  shall  have  been  so  uncovered: 
(Siec.  10  oontinued)  Provided  that  in  the  event  of  such  entry  being  made  upon  lands  already 
lawfuUv  oeoupled  for  other  than  mining  purposes,  such  free  miner,  prevlounly  to  sueb  entry, 
shall  give  adequate  security  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Gold  Commissioner  for  any  lots  or 
damages  which  may  be  caused  by  such  entry ;  and  provided  that,  after  such  entry,  ne  shall 
make  lull  eompensation  to  the  occupant  or  owner  of  such  lands  for  any  loss  or  damagea 
whieh  may  be  caused  by  reason  of  ^uch  entry;  sueb  compensation,  in  case  of  dispute  to  ne 
determined  by  the  Court  having  Jurisdiction  in  mining  disputes,  with  or  without  a  Jury. 

Any  free  miner  may  enter  upon  any  Crown  lands,  or  landi  covered  by  timber  leasee,  or 
any  lands  the  timber  whereon  dm  been  reserved  by  the  Crown  to  cut  (1892,  Ci  32,  s.  4)  such 
timber  as  may  be  required  for  the  purposes  of  the  claim  or  claims  worked  by  him  alone,  or 
by  hla  in  partnership  with  another  or  others. 

Any  free  miner  shall  be  at  liberty,  at  any  period  of  the  year,  while  actually  prospecting 
or  ennged  in  mining,  to  kill  game  for  his  own  use. 

A  free  miner  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  to  free  miners  by  the 
"  Placer  Mining  Act." 

(IBM,  e.  82.  s.  4)  Any  free  miner  desiring  to  locate  a  mineral  claim,  shall,  subject  to  the 
provisloBiof  this  Act  with  respect  to  land  which  may  be  used  for  mining,  enter  upon  the 
same  and  locate  a  plot  of  ground  measuring,  where  possible  but  not  exceeding  fifteen  hun- 
dred feet  in  length  Dy  fifteen  hundred  feet  in  breadth,  in  as  nearly  as  possible  a  rectangular 
form,  that  Is  to  say :  All  angles  shall  be  right  angles,  except  in  oases  where  a  boundary  line 
of  a  prevlouBly  surveyed  claim  is  adapted  as  common  to  both  claims,  but  the  lines  need  not 
neeesaarily  be  meridional.

If  such 
work  shall  not  be  done,  or  if  such  certificate  shall  not  be  so  obtained  and  recorded,  in  each 
and  every  year,  the  claim  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and  abandoned,  any  rule  of  law  or  equity 
to  the  oontrar  J  notwithstanding.  ,     . 

(1895, 0  39,  s.  4.)    The  holder  of  a  mineral  claim  mav  in  lieu  of  the  work  required  by  sec- 
tion 24  of  the  "  Mineral  Act,  1891,"  as  amended,  to  be  done  on  a  claim  in  each  year,  pay  to 
the  Mining  Recorder  in  whose  office  the  claim  is  recorded,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
and  receive  from  such  Recorder  and  record  a  receipt  for  such  payment,    liuch  payment  and 
the  reeord  thereof  in  any  year  shs  11  relieve  the  person  m  aking  it  from  the  necessity  of  doing 
any  work  during  the  year  in  and  for  which  and  upon  the  claim  in  respect  of  which  suon 
payment  is  recorded.  .         .       ... 

The  owner  of  a  mineral  claim  shall  be  entitled  to  all  surface  rights,  in- 
clvding  the  use  of  aU  the  timber  thereon  for  mining  or  building  purposes,  so  long  as  he 
holds  tne  said  claim  for  the  purpose  of  developing  the  minerals  contained  therein,  out  no 
leiiter. 

In  case  of  a  dispute  as  to  the  title  to  a  mineral  claim  priority  of  reoord 
will  determine  the  risht,  subject  to  any  question  as  to  the  validity  of  the  record,  and  aubjeet 
also  to  a  compliance  by  'he  free  miner  with  the  proYiblons  of  this  Act. 

(1895,  c.  89,  8.  5. )  No  free  miner  shall  be  entitled  to  hold  in  his  own  name,  or  in  the  name 
of  any  other  person,  more  than  one  mineral  claim  on  the  same  vein  or  lode,  except  by  par- 
chase,  but  such  free  miner  may  hold  by  location  a  claim  upon  any  separate  vein  or  lode. 

A  free  miner  may  at  any  time  abandon  any  mineral  claim  by  giving  notice  in  writing  of 
such  iutentiou  to  abandon  to  the  Mining  Recorder,  and  from  the  date  of  such  notice  all 
interest  of  such  free  miner  in  such  claim  shall  cease.

All  mining  partnerships  shall  be  governed  bv  the  provisions  hereof,  unless  they 
|«hall  have  other  and  written  articles  of  partnership. 

A  mining  partnership  shall,  unless  otherwise  agreed  upon,  be  deemed  to  be  a 
reariv  partnership,  renewable  trom  year  to  year  by  tacit  consent. 

The  business  of  the  partnership  shall  be  mining  and  such  other  matters  as  per- 
[  tain  solely  thereto. 

I  Mining  partnerships  can  locate  and  r..cord  in  the  partnership  name  a  mineral 
[claim  for  each  partner,  but  the  name  of  every  partner,  and  the  number  of  every 
[partner's  free  miner's  certificale  shall  be  on  the  record  of  every  such  claim.  The 
[partnership  name  must  appear  on  every  such  record,  and  all  the  claims  so  taken  up 
[shall  be  the  property  of  the  partnership :  Provided,  always,  that  no  free  miner  who 
lia  the  member  of  a  mining  partnership,  holding  by  right  or  location  a  mineral  claim, 
Mhall  be  entitled  to  hold  by  right  of  location  in  his  own  name  or  in  the  name  of  any 
Eother  partnership  any  interest  in  any  other  mineral  claim  on  the  same  vein  or  lode 
[on  which  the  partnership  claim  is  situate. 

I  (1896,  c.  39,  s.  7.)  Should  any  partner  fail  to  keep  up  his  free  miner's  certificate, 
■acb  failure  shall  not  cause  a  forfeiture,  or  act  as  an  abandonment  of  the  partoer- 
i  ship  claim, but  the  share  of  the  partner  who  shall  so  fail  to  keep  up  his  free  miner's  cer^ 
\  tificate  shall  ipso  facto  be  and  become  vested  in  his  partner's,  pro  rata,  according;  to 
I  their  former  interests,  on  the  said  partners  paying  the  free  miner's  certificate  for  the 
[year. 

A  partner  in  any  mining  partnership  or  his  agent  authorised  in  writins  shall, 
,  at  any  meeting  thereof,  be  entitled  to  vote  upon  any  interest  or  fraction  of  aa  in- 
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terest  which  he  may  hold  therein  j  but  the  result  of  the  votes  given  shall  be  deter- 
Biined  by  the  number  of  the  full  interests  voted  upon,  and  not  by  the  number  of 
partners  voting  at  such  meeting. 

A  majority  of  such  votes  may  decide  when,  how  long,  and  in  what  manner  to 
work  the  partnership  claim,  the  number  of  men  to  be  employed,  and  the  extent 
and  manner  of  levying  the  assessments  to  defray  the  expenses  incurred  by  the 
partnership :  Such  majority  may  also  choose  a  foreman  or  manager,  who  shall  re- 
present the  partnership,  and  sue  and  be  sued  in  the  name  of  the  partnership  for 
assessments  and  otherwise;  and  he  shall  have  power  to  bind  them  by  his  contracts: 
Every  partner,  or  his  duly  authorized  agent,  shall  be  entitled  to  represent  his  in-^| 
terest  in  the  partnership  property  by  work  and  labour  so  long  as  such  work  and 
labour  be  satisTactory  to  the  foreman  or  manager.  In  the  event  of  such  workman 
beinjg  discharged  by  the  foreman  or  manager,  the  Court  having  jurisdiction  in 
mining  disputes  may,  if  requested,  summon  the  foreman  or  manager  before  it,  and 
upon  hearing  the  facts  make  such  order  as  it  shall  deem  just. 

All  assessments  shall  be  payable  within  thirty  days  after  being  made. 

Any  partner  making  default  in  payment  after  receiving  a  notice  sjpeclfyiag  the 
amount  due  by  him,  shall,  if  such  amount  be  correct,  be  personally  liable  therefor 
to  the  partnership,  and  his  interest  in  the  partnership  property  may  be  sold  by  the 
partnership  for  the  payment  of  the  debt,  and  any  furtner  assessment  which  may 
nave  accrued  thereon  up  to  the  day  of  sale,  together  with  all  costs  and  charges 
occasioned  by  such  default ;  and  if  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  be  insufficient  to  pay  ofi 
the  several  sums  mentioned,  the  Court  having  jurisdiction  in  mining  disputes,  upon 
being  applied  to,  shall  issue  an  order  directed  to  the  Sheriff  to  seize  and  sell  any 
•ther  personal  property  of  the  debtor.  Notices  of  sale  shall,  in  either  of  the  above 
caseSj  be  conspicuously  posted  thirty  clear  days  prior  to  the  day  of  sale  in  the 
Ticinity  of  oucn  mining  or  otherproperty,  and  on  the  Court  House  or  Mining  Re- 
corder's office  nearest  thereto.  But  if  such  partner  be  absent  from  the  district  such 
notices  shall  be  posted  as  aforesaid  sixty  clear  days  before  the  day  of  sale,  and  a 
copy  of  such  notice  shall  be  published  in  some  newspaper  circulating  in  the  district 
wherein  such  mining  or  other  property  is  situate.  Such  sale  shall  be  by  public 
auction  to  the  highest  bidder.  The  purchaser  shall  be  entitled  to  possession  of  the 
property  sold,  and  to  a  bill  of  sale  therefor  signed  by  the  auctioneer;  such  bill  of 
sale  shall  confer  such  title  upon  the  purchaser  as  the  owner  had. 

After  a  notice  of  abandonment  in  writing  shall  have  been  served  on  the  foreman 
or  manager  of  a  partnership  by  any  member  thereof,  and  duly  recorded,  such  mem- 
ber shall  not  be  liable  for  any  debts  or  other  liabilities  of  the  partnership  inooired 
after  service  and  record  of  such  notice,  and  no  member  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
abandoned  an  interest  until  service  and  record  of  such  notice. 

Upon  the  abandonment  of  any  share  in  a  mining  partnership,  the  title  to  tne 
abandoned  share  shall  vest  in  the  continuing  partners,  pro  rata,  according  to  their 
ormer  interests. 

Any  partner  shall  be  entitled  to  sell,  or  contract  for  the  sale  of,  his  interest  in 
tlie  partnership  property,  but  such  interest  shall  continue  liable  for  all  the  debts  of 
the  partnership. 

Ko  partner  shall,  after  a  bill  of  sale  conveying  his  interest  has  been  recorded,  be 
Mable  for  any  indebtedness  of  the  partnership  incurred  thereafter. 

LIMITED  LIABILITY. 

Any  mining  partnership  composed  of  two  or  more  free  miners  may  limit  the 
liability  of  its  members  upon  complying  with  the  requirements  following,  that  is 
to  say:— 

Upon  filing  with  the  Mining  Recorder  a  declaratory  statement  containing  the 
name  of  the  partnership,  the  location  and  size  of  every  partnership  claim, 
and  the  particular  interest  of  each  partner;  and  also  placing  upon  a  con- 
spicuous part  of  every  such  claim,  in  large  letters,  the  name  of  the  partner- 
snip,  followed  by  the  words  '•  Limited  Liability." 
The  words  "  Limited  Liability  "  shall  thereupon  become  part  of  the  partnership 
name. 

After  such  conditions  shall  have  been  complied  with,  no  member  of  such  part- 
nership shall  be  liable  for  any  indebtedness  incurred  thereafter  beyond  an  amount 
proportioned  to  his  interest  in  the  partnership. 

Avery  such  partnership  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  its  assets  and  liabilities, 
together  with  the  names  of  the  partners,  and  the  interest  held  by  each,  and  shall 
make  out  a  monthlv  balance  sheet  showing  the  names  of  the  creditors,  and  the 
amounts  due  to  eacli,  and  file  the  same  among  the  papers  of  the  partnership;  and 
such  balance  sheet  and  all  the  books  of  the  paxtnership  shall  be  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  creditors  at  all  reasonable  hours. 
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■rery  partner  in  such  partnership  shall  be  at  liberty  to  sell  or  dispose  of  his 
interest  uierein,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  to  any  other  free  miner. 

Ko  member  of  such  partnership,  after  a  bill  of  sale  conveying  his  interest  ham 
been  duly  recorded,  or  after  he  has  served  a  notice  of  abandonment  of  his  interest 
OB  the  foreman,  and  left  a  copy  thereof  with  the  Mining  Recorder,  shall  be  liable 
for  any  indebtedness  of  the  partnersliip  incurred  thereafter. 

No  such  partnership  shall  declare  any  dividend  until  all  its  liabilities  have  beea 
paid. 

Every  such  partnership  shall  appoint  a  foreman  or  manager,  who  shall  repre- 
sent the  partnership,  who  shall  sue  and  be  sued  in  the  name  of  the  partnersnip, 
and  his  contracts  in  relation  to  the  business  of  the  partnership  shall  be  deemed  t» 
be  the  contracts  of  the  partnership. 

No  such  partnership  shall  be  liable  for  any  other  indebtedness  than  that  C(m- 
tratted  by  its  foreman  or  manager,  or  by  its  agent  duly  authorized  in  writing. 

Should  any  such  partnership  fail  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  relating  exclusively  to  "  limited  liability ''  partnerships,  such  partnershiDS 
shall,  from  the  date  of  such  failure,  cease  to  be  a  "  limited  liability  "  partnership.

Partly  prepaid  Letters  addressed  to  places  in  Canada,  will  be  forwarded  to  dest- 
ination, subject  on  delivery  to  double  the  amount  of  postage  remaining  unpaid, 
and  letters  on  which  no  postage  has  been  prepaid,  will  be  sent  to  the  Dead  Letter 
Office.

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ABSTRACT  OF  LAND   REGULATIONS. 


N.  B.— ^o  land  is  sold  b^  the  Oovermqent,  exoept  by  public  auction,  on  rare 
occasions,  when  its  adaptability  to  some  special  purpose  subjects  it  to  competition. 
It  is  thus  secured  as  much  as  possible  to  the  uses  of  the  bona-hde  settler. 

PBB-BMPTION. 

Any  person,  the  head  of  a  family,  a  widow,  or  single  man  over  the  age  of; 
eighteen  years,  being  a  British  subject,  or  anv* alien,  upon  his  making  a  declaration 
ofnis  intention  to  become  a  British  subject,  oefore  a  Notary  Public,  or  other  officer 
appointed  therefor,  and  upon  filing  the  same  with  the  Commissioner,  may  record 
any  tract  of  unoccupied  and  unreserved  Grown  lands  (not  being  an  Indian  settle- 
ment) not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  i^xty  acres  in  extent. 

Any  person  desiring  to  pre-empt,  if  the  land  be  unsurveyed,  shall  first  place  at 
each  angle  or  corner  of  the  land  to  be  applied  for  a  stake  or  post  at  least  fourincheo 
square,  standing  not  less  than  foui  feet  above  the  surface  of  the  ground ;  any  stump 
or  a  tree  may  be  used  for  a  post,  provided  it  be  squared,  and  of  the  requireoi  height 
and  dimensions,  and  upon  each  post  a  notice  in  the  following  form  shall  be  affixed : 

"  A.  B.'s  land,  N.  E.  post,"  (meaning  north-east  post);  *'  A.  B.'s  land,  N.  W. 
post,"  (meaning  north-west  post);  and  so  on,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Any  person  desiring  to  pre-empt  surveyed  land  must  make  application  in  writ- 
ing to  tne  Commissioner  of  the  District  in  which  the  land  is  situate  and  enclose  it 
with  a  sketch  plan  of  the  land  and  a  declaration  made  before  a  notary  public  or 
other  officer.    Declaration,  plan  and  sketch  r/iust  be  sent  in  duplicate. 

Upon  the  compliance  by  the  applicant  with  the  provisions  hereinbefore  con- 
tained, and  upon  payment  by  him  of  the  sum  of  two  dollars  to  the  Commissioner, 
the  Commissioner  shall  record  such  land  in  his  favor  as  a  pre-emption  claim,  and 
give  him  a  certificate. 

The  pre-emptor  must  occupy  the  land  within  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  certi- 
ficate of  record,  and  he  or  his  family  must  reside  continuously  on  the  land,  with 
leave  of  absence  for  two  months  in  each  year.  Further  leave  may  be  obtained  for 
good  cause  from  the  Commissioner. 

No  person  is  entitled  to  hold  at  the  same  time  two  claims  by  pre-emption. 

Upon  the  pre-emptor  on  surveyed  land  proving  to  the  Commissioner  that  he 
has  been  in  occupation  of  his  claim  from  the  date  of  record  and  has  made  permanent 
improvements  to  the  value  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  acre,  he  shall  receive  a 
certificate  of  improvement. 

Every  person  pre-empting  Surveyed  or  unsurveyed  land  shall  pay  one  dollar  per 
acre  for  the  same,  to  the  Commissioner,  in  four  equal  annual  instalments  of  twenty- 
five  cents  each  per  acre.  The  first  instalment  shall  be  due  Wo  years  from  the  date 
of  the  record  of  the  land  pre-empted,  and  each  subsequent  instalment  yearly  there- 
after: Provided,  however,  that  the  last  instalment  shall  not  be  payable  until  the 
land  so  pre-empted,  if  unsurveyed,  shall  have  been  surveyed. 

After  the  grant  of  a,  certificate  of  improvement,  and  payment  of  one  dollar  per 
acre  for  the  land,  a  Crown  grant  or  conveyance  of  the  fee  simple  of  the  land  shall 
be  executed  in  favor  of  the  pre-emptor,  upon  payment  of  the  sum  of  five  dollars ; 
but  such  Crown  grant  shall  be  issued  only  to  British  subjects  by  birth  or  natural- 
ization. 

No  transfer  of  any  pre-emption  is  valid  until  after  the  Crown  grant  issuea. 

LEASES. 

Leases  of  lots  not  exceeding  twenty  acres  in  extent  may  be  granted  by  the  Gov- 
ernment tor  terms  of  five  years  at  an  annual  rental  equal  to  one-fifth  the  value  of 
the  land.  At  the  expiration  of  the  five  years  a  Crown  grant  will  be-  issued  to  the 
lessee,  provided  he  has  complied  with  the  conditions  of  nis  lease.

Special  timber  licenses  for  not  more  than  one  thousand  acres  are  granted  on 
payment  of  |50  per  acre. 

Licenses  are  also  granted  on  payment  of  fifty  cents  per  thousand  feet.
